ability, and of much more experiene 
in the affairs of the nation. Cleveland 
is horn of circumstances. A mere 
chance made him Mayor of Buffalo; he 
was elected Governor under circum¬ 
stances which would have given the 
election to any unknown person in the 
state; and he was taken up for Presi¬ 
dent because of the large majority by 
which he was chosen over the late Sec¬ 
retary Folger. 

That this availability is only a sup¬ 
posed one, is shown by a careful exam 
ination of the figures of that election, 
showing conclusively that it was the 
voles of the Republicans and not of his 
own party that elected him. These 
votes were cast as a rebuke to the lead¬ 
ers of the Republican party. Here are 
the figures, aud at this lime they are 
particularly iuterestiug: Gen. Gar¬ 
field’s vote for President was 555,244, 
whereas Judge Folger received but 
342,404, a failing off of 213,080. Gov 
Cleveland received 535,319, which, al¬ 
though the largest vote ever given to a 
candidate on the Democratic ticket, 
was only SOS in excess of Gen. Han¬ 
cock’S, and was 20,225 less than was re¬ 
ceived by Gen. Garfield. An analysis 
of his vote shows that from 100,000 to 
125,000 of the votes given him were 
cast by Half Breed Republicans, and 
that for every such vote received by 
him a Democrat must have remained 
away from the polls. 


We think there is scarcely a doubt 
of the nomination of Col. Haskell as 
the Republican Candidate for Council¬ 
lor from this district. There appears 
to be a little opposition in Salem, but 
we thluk it is ill timed. IlasKell has had 
it oue year,aud if he wishes the other he 
ought to have it, if he can get it.

not afraid to express them. In the 
event of his election, he would prove a 
worthy representative of the district, 
and would make a capable presiding 
officer for the Senate. 


The Independents are asserting 
constantly that because the Republican 
party is iu favor of protection, it cannot 
be in favor of any reduction in the rev¬ 
enue. They quote Blaine, whose views 
on the tariff represent the highest pro¬ 
tection, in support of their position.— 
The argument is fallacious. The mat¬ 
ter of protection aces not depend upon 
the amount of protection. The free 
trader is opposed to the entire principle 
of protection. Henry Cabot Lodge aud 
many other representative Republicans 
do not agree v:ith Blaine. They are in 
favor of considerable reduction, but 
they are protectionists in the sense that 
they believe in fostering American la¬ 
bor to the extent that it is necessary. 
Butler is a protectionist in this sense. 
His speeches on the tariff—his views on 
protection, including his plank in the 
platform, will be accepted by most of 
the entire Republican party. 

Without protection, many of our in¬ 
dustries which now thrive in this coun¬ 
try, could not have existed. An exam 
pie of this is found in the manufacture 
of steel rails. With the establishment 
of the protective tariff four large roll¬ 
ing mills were set in operation, giving 
employment to large numbers of men, 
and establishing an industry which has 
thrived, and competition has brought 
down the price of the goods. But in 
the beginning, without the fostering 
from the protective tariff they could 
never have gained a foothold. The last 
issue of the Toledo Blade states this 
point very clearly: 

How does the tariff act to cheapen 
goods? When a tariff is first imposed , 
if there are no manufactures of that 
particular line of goods in America, the 
tariff is of course added to the cost 
price. But that time has long since 
passed in America for protected articles 
that we manufacture. If there is any 
money to be made in the manufacture 
American enterprise takes hold of it at 
once. Manufactories of these articles 
spring up all over the country. Under 
the iuliuence of the brisk competition 
thus set up, the price declines to the 
lowest point consistent with a fair re¬ 
turn for the money invested. No Free 
! Trader can deny that the prices of 
| goods in America to-day are much 
; cheaper than they were under “ a tariff 
| for revenue only,” before Protection 
| quickened our manufacture into- aclivc 
| life. The facts of the matter, which 
■ cannot be disproved by the Free Trad- 
i ers, are, that Protection has lessened 
the price of all articles made in this 
country; that many of them are cheap¬ 
er than anywhere else: that American 
inventive genius aud skilled labor are 
uniting to increase the list of articles 
which are cheaper m America than 
elsewhere; aud that the result is an 
immense gain to the buyers which 
would not be possible except under 
Protection. 


L. Edwin Dudley, Secy, of the Law 
and Order League in Boston, is out 
with a new paper to be published every 
Saturday, to be called “ Law and Or¬ 
der.” It is a good looking sheet, and 
is devoted, of course, to the interests of 
the cause exclusively that Mr. Dudley 
has at heart.

Mr. A. P. Chute the 
librarian reported number of vols. in 
library 380; taken by adult department 
3172. There are 73 vols. in infant de 
partment and the number during the 
year taken out was 780. Total number 
of volumes in the library 453. 

Mr. Lauriston Stiles, well known to 
our citizens from his connection with 
the old Last Factory, on Spring street, 
died at his residence on Aborn street, 
last Saturday evening. Mr. Stiles had 
.a stroke of paralysis some months ago, 
and has been conlined to liis house 
since. He was bom in Malden, but 
came to tins town some forty years ago 
aud with Chas. E. Brown, went into 
the business of manufacturing lasts. 
It was more of a business at that time 
1 than at the present, and the factory at 
one time was quite a busy place. On 
the dissolution of the firm of Brown & 
Stiles, the factory was closed up and 
Mr. Stiles did some business iu the 
same line, in Salem. Mr. Stiles was 
prominently identified with the Metho¬ 
dist church here. He was one of the 
Official Board of Trustees for* a large 
number of years; he was a very con¬ 
scientious man, aud earnestly devoted 
to tliis particular branch of the church 
which he loved. From this church his 
funeral took place and his body was 
taken to Malden for burial. His wid¬ 
ow survives him. Many floral tributes 
were presented; a large anchor being 
the gift of the Society. His age was 
04 years 7months.

A. F. Wheeler, which occurred sudden¬ 
ly on Sunday last at that place, where 
he had been visiting relatives for the 
past six weeks. Mr. Wheeler was one 
of the old leather manufacturers of this 
place. lie was born in Ashby, Mass., 
coming to Peabody about 1840.

J. M. Southwick, afterwards he cur¬ 
ried leather for the late Lewis aud 
Isaac Elliott.

Adams, aud on the dissolution of the 
partnership he engaged in business for 
himself. He was twice married. His 
first wife was the daughter of the late 
Isaac B. Elliott, by whom he had one 
daughter who survives him. lie afier- 
wards married again, and his widow 
aud four children are living to mourn 
his loss. Ou receipt of a telegram, his 
sou Horace started at once for Hornells- 
ville. It is considered probable that 
his body will be brought here for in¬ 
terment.

The street department will soon make 
a decided improvement in Foster street 
by raising the grade of the sidewalk in 
front of k the Shockley estate, to a level 
with the windows of Mr. John Tibbetts’ 
restaurant.

SPARKS. 

Hose 4 met early last Thursday 
morning at their house aud with 
Pierce’s drum corps took the horse cars 
to Salem and the train on the E. R. R. 
at 8.08 for Salisbury, where they were 
met at the depot by the Fearless Hose 
Company with twenty-five men under 
command uf Foreman Daniel Page and 
under escort of the American Watch 
Co. Band of Waltham. They marched 
to their places in the line which was 
formed at Bartlett’s Corner. The Pea¬ 
body boys had the rear of the proces¬ 
sion as guests of the Fearless boys, and 
brought up a good rear, making a*fine 
appearance with their new carriage and 
good team. The Volunteers carried 
twenty-four men under charge of Fore¬ 
man Chas. H. Potter. After the pa¬ 
rade the Fearless company, with their 
guests and the band, repaired to G. A. 
R. hall, where a bountiful spread was 
in wailing for them. The bill of fare 
consisted of turkey, chicken aud other 
cold meats, pies, cakes, fruit, and the 
usual accompaniments of a good dinner, 
which was done justice to by the hun¬ 
gry firemen. After the banquet short 
addresses were iu order, among the 
speakers being Foreman Potter, Geo. 
O. Pierce, and others. In the after¬ 
noon tiie boys scattered to witness the 
test of the new water works and the tri¬ 
al of the hand engines, which resulted 
as follows each company playing 
through 200 feet of hose :

As the Torrent Company did not 
compete for the prizes, the 1st prize of 
£20 was awarded to the Volunteer, the 
2d of 815 to the Mernmac, and the 3d 
of §10 to the Union. 

The Volunteer which took the first 
prize iu the town trial is a “Button” 
machine and is well known among the 
firemen in this town. She is a smaller 
machine than the Torrent. The test 
of the water works was very satisfacto¬ 
ry, aud showed that the towns of Ames- 
bury anu Salisbury are well protected 
in case of tire, streams being thrown 
about 100 feet in the air. Hose 4 being 
obliged to leave on the 5.22 train, they 
were escorted to the depot and left 
town with regret that the day was not 
longer. They arrived iu Salem about 
seven o’clock and marched to Peabody, 
to the music of the drum corps, which 
received great praise for their music, 
both in Amesbury and in Salem. The 
hose carriage driven by Mr. Thomas 
O’Keefe arrived in Salisbury about five 
o’clock Wednesday afternoon, and was 
received by Chief Marshal George W. 
Osgood and Foreman Page of the 
Fearless company, who took it to the 
quarters assigned to it aud the driver 
and assistant were taken to the hotel 
and assigned the best room in the 
house, where all bills were paid for 
them. The boys of Hose 4 are very 
much pleased with their treatment all 
the time they were there and intend 
to have the Fearless boys in this town 
at some time, not far distant, and will 
endeavor to return favors. Engineer 
Pierce was one of the judges of the en¬ 
gine trial. The boys from this town 
made a fine appearance iu the liue, and 
some of them were very loth to leave 
toWn, some of them remaining as it 
was. 

The Hose 4 boys will long remember 
their trip to Salisbury and Amesbury. 

The following we clip from the 
Georgetown Advocate of last Saturday: 
—The Peabody Fire Department is an 
attraetive feature of the town. It 
has a model engine house in which two 


steamers^ a hook and ladder truck, and 
a horse hose carriage are kept. The 
rooms of the companies are handsome¬ 
ly furnished, and by the liberality of 
the families of those whose names the 
apparatus perpetuates, the floors and 
walls are handsomely adorned. A life 
sized portrait of Gen. Sutton hangs in 
the hall of the steamer bearing his 
name, and one of Abel Proctor in the 
hall of the Hook and Ladder truck. 
By a steam apparatus the water in one 
steamer is always kept hot and in read¬ 
iness for an emergency. Scattered all 
over the tSwn are hose carriages, and 
with, an abundant supply of water for 
domestic, mauufacturing and fire pur¬ 
poses, that municipality can float upon 
the tide of its prosperity. 

Meetings of the different companies 
were held Monday evening. 

Board of Engineers will meet this 
evening. 

The convention of the Massachusetts 
State Firemen’s Association will be 
held about the middle of the month. 
The Fall River city government has 
appropriated §500 to help out the con¬ 
vention. A big time is in prospect. 
Some of our boys are talkiug of going 
out to the convention. We made a 
mistake in last week’s issue in regard 
to the date, which should be about the 
15th. 

Hose Company No. 4 have received 
a card of thanks from Volunteer En¬ 
gine Company No. 2, of Salisbury, for 
the very valuable aid rendered them by 
the members of Hose 4 on the occasion 
of the late muster in Salisbury. 

Steamer Co. No. 2 has cone into pos¬ 
session of a relic of Winslow & Rog¬ 
ers’ fire on the 8th of June, which was 
presented to them by a friend. It is a 
child’s shoe, with thetag on it, which 
had passed through the fire and was 
considerably curled up, but still rer 
taius its shape. The company wilj 
keep it as a relic of a hard fought tight.

RALLY OF THE KIFFRAPFS. 

Last Wednesday evening theRepub- 
| licans held a very successful rally at the 
| town hall. The Blaine and Logan 
Rifles 80 strong, headed by the Cadet 
baDd, and under command of Adj. G. 
R. Nelson, acting Major, escorted the 
speakers to the hall, where an audience 
of over 1000 were present. Mr. J. F. 
Ingraham, chairman of the town com¬ 
mittee, opened the meeting, by calling 
for cheers for the candidates, which 
were heartily responded to, and before 
introducing the speakers said: We 
meet to-night for our first rally in the 
new town hall, and we meet in the in¬ 
terest of labor, commerce and good gov¬ 
ernment, to sing the same old song, 
“protection to labor without respect to 
sex or color.” They tell us there is no 
issue in this campaign, no issue except 
to see which man’s name is the whiter. 
But I teil you there are issues, as many 
to-day as there ever was and of as much 
importance, and are coming to the 
front. In my opinion the tariff is a 
great issue. This country is growing 
into a big manufacturing country, and 
labor must be protected. The tariff is 
a big question, and if the laboring men 
would read political economy as much 
as they read the newspapers, they 
would vote in a phalanx for protection. 
But I am not to make the speeches to¬ 
night, few I will introduce to you Mar- 
cellus Coggan of Woburn, who said: 

As you dedicate this hall to-uight 
to Republicanism, there is no 
cloud or shadow over our heads. To¬ 
day the Republican party is asking for 
the suffrages of the people, and they 
ask it on its merits. All the great 
questions of tins country have been set¬ 
tled on party issues; party ties and 
affiliations should not be broken, and a 
man believing it to be a party of princi¬ 
ple should stick by that party until he 
is sure it is entirely corrupt. Look at 
the record of the Republican and Dem¬ 
ocratic party, with their history before 
you. Which is the most worthy of 
your support? We will take the histo¬ 
ry of the country; from its inauguration 
we have been a free and independent 
nation. Think of the effect of this 
country upon the countries of the 
world, how the experiment of a free 
country was eagerly watched by foreign 
countries. Follow its history to the 
present day, and then consider that the 
history of the Republican party has 
been the history of this country for the 
past 25 years. And what has been the 
history of the Domocratic party? Iu 
1840 they were demanding the most ligid 
enforcement of the fugitive slave law; 
in 1860 you find them in possession of 
the country, and in arms against the 
country in 1861. In 1864 they were 
pronouncing the war a failure, in 1876 
opposing the resumption of specie pay¬ 
ment, in fact they have opposed every 
step of the Republican party which 
has been of benefit to the country. 
Take any of the great measures that 
have been adopted by the Republican 
party, would you wipe them out? 
Which will the young man accept—the 
record of the Democratic or Republican 
party? The Democratic party will 
never attain a national victory, the 
People’s party may, but the Democratic 
party never. We hear the Independ- 
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ents say it will do no harm toj try the 
Democratic party. Mark my words, 
when that hoard gets hold of the offices 
of the country it won’t be easy to re¬ 
deem it. I think I am able to sympa¬ 
thize with the laboring man, who toils 
from six iu the morning till six at 
night, and I want to ask them what 
they are going to do in this campaign. 
The Democratic party has no sympa¬ 
thy with them, it was bom in aristoc¬ 
racy and is upheld to-day by the slave 
oligarchy of the South. Gen. Butler 
went to tne Democratic convention and 
when the committee had worked thirty- 
six hours ou the tariff plank, that 
meant nothing, Gen. Butler brought in 
a resolution asking them to adopt it, to 
protect American institutions and 
American labor. The Democratic par¬ 
ty turned their back ou that resolution, 
this was that which was distasteful to 
them—it favored the laboring man, and 
that is all General Butler is going up 
aud down this broad land of ours to-day 
for, to save the workingmen from the 
Democratic parly. 

John 1). Hebron Esq., of Boston was 
the next speaker and said:—In going to 
his office that morning he saw by a 
Boston paper, that John D. Hebron, 
the eminent Irish American, was a re¬ 
constructed Democrat, aud was goiug 
to vote for James G. Blaiue. This was 
the first time he had learned that he 
was a Democrat. He cast his first vote 
with the Republican party, but had al¬ 
ways acted independently, voting for 
whom he pleased. I am a foreigner by 
birth, aud an American citizen by 
choice. 1 know that a mamfestol has 
gone forth saying that the race question 
is not to be used in this campaign, but 
I have uo apology to make for the 
name I bear or the place where I *was 
born, and I am prepared to standby 
this country through thick and thin, 
and I have as great a love for the race 
to which I belong and I express my 
hatred for Eugland aud her flag which 
seeks to find a foothold in this country, 
through the Democratic party with her 
damnable free trade policy. Bragg 
says “let the Irish go” and they went, 
they are going, and in Maine they bur¬ 
ied the Democratic party by 20,000 ma¬ 
jority, and it will reach an avalanche 
by November. They say that the Dem¬ 
ocratic party has been the friend of the 
adopted citizen, but the Democratic 
convention was an insult to them. 
Over the entrauce to that convention 
was placed two English flags and when 
the convention adjourned it was with 
*the bauds playing, “God Save the 
Queen.” Harper’s weekly and Puck 
were the only papers in the Republican 
party, who stood opposed to the en¬ 
trance of the Irish, aud thank God they 
haye gone. He contrasted the wages 
paid in England and America, and said, 
did you ever hear of a working man 
emigrating to Englaud to better his 
condition? My sympathy is with labor, 
and within a stone’s throw of where I 
now stand, I worked with overalls and 
jumper, aud I am willing to do it again. 
Who is Cleveland? I don’t want to 
discuss him. Is there a man within the 
sound of my voice, who would intro¬ 
duce him to his wife or daughter? Some 
one asked at Fanuiel Ilall, where was 
Blaine during the war, and the reply 
came quick and sharp. He was in the 
national house of Representatives deal¬ 
ing blows at that Democratic copper¬ 
head, Thomas A. Hendricks. The 
meeting was very enthusiastic aud the 
names of Blaine aud Butler were greet¬ 
ed with cheers. Another rally will be 
held the 22d.

Prince struck out, Davidson 
got in a base hit, but in attempting to 
take third on McCarthy’s throw to sec¬ 
ond, Neigle threw to Leighton and put 
him out. Bray went out with Bean’s 
assistance. Crowley sent one to 
Sweeney and was retired at first; 
Frame struck out. Sweeney led off 
with a hit but was put out at first by 
one of McCarthy’s throws. Garvin fol¬ 
lowed with his only hit. Twombly took 
first on six halls. Donovan out with 
Frame’s assistance. Garvin attempted 
to steal third, but McCarthy made a 
bad throw over Leighton’s head and 
Garvin scored. O’Connell sent a boun¬ 
der through Carney’s legs and Twom¬ 
bly scored. Bean got a hit and Titcomb 
fouled out to McCarthy’s, result two 
runs. J. McCarthy opened the third 
with a base hit hut got left by his com¬ 
rades. Carney secured a hit in the 4.h, 
only to be forced out by Bray who was 
also left. The Haverhills were retired 
as they came to the bat in the 3d and 
4th, with the exception of Dona van, 
who was caught off 2d by one of 
Frame's lightning throws, aud put 
out, Shorter to Leighton.
